RUSSIA’S LONG-TERM WELL-BEING 
AIMS IN INDIA 


By James Wickenden 


USSIA has long had 
R the great aim of win- 

ning India into the 
Communist orbit. The visit 
of Bulganin and Krushchev 
to Delhi is the latest of 
Moscow’s moves to this end. 


The way has been pre- 
pared by two events: 
Nehru’s visit to Russia and 
and the deliberate sacrifice 
of the Communist Party of 
India by Moscow in the 
crucial Andhra state elec- 
tions last summer. 

Closer relations belween India 
and Russia have thus been made 
possible, They were stimulated 
by she “Geneva = spirit’, and 
India’s view that the Com- 
munist-Egyptian arms deal was 
in the “spirlt of neutralism”.

The visit of the top Russians 

notin ftstlf—expected to 
produce startling results. It can’ 
almost be guaranteed that there 
will be no revelations of a secret 
pact or of an arms deal.
